Residence halls for men and for women have com- 
fortable bedrooms, attractive lobbies and modern 
heating systems. The womens residence hall has a 
connecting bath for, each suite of two rooms.

SCHOLARSHIPS 

Valedictory Scholarships: Valedictorians of accredit- 
ed high schools may receive a scholarship of $120 and 
Salutatorians $70, applied on their tuition in their 
freshman year. 

General Academic Scholarships: A limited number of 
scholarships are available for students who offer un- 
usual promise in one of the academic areas. Ranging 
from $50 to $100, these scholarships are available in 
the areas of Music, Speech, Science and the Humani- 
ties. 


Openings for employment on campus are available, 
but limited. Applications should be filed with the 
Business Manager and assignments will be made on 
the basis of work opportunities and the need and 
ability of the student. 

Student Loans. The College has a small revolving 
loan fund from which it is able to make loans to a 
few students. Also, the school has an affiliation with 
United Student Aid Fund, Inc. by which students 
are assisted in securing loans through their home 
banks. In addition to these, there are private loan 
funds to which students are referred for other types 
of loans. Information about these loan funds may 
be secured from the Business Manager.
